GENEVA, Dec. 9 (AP).—The 
League Council today handed Fin- 
land’s charges of aggression against 
Russia over to the Assembly with 


growing indications that the league 
would. -have to choose’ between ex- 
pelling the Soviet Union or losing 
Latin American members, The As- 
sembly will meet Monday.

Balkans Fear Russia, if 
Successful in Finland, 
May March Their Way 
in Spring. 


BUDAPEST, Dec. 9 (AP).—Forti- 
fications are being constructed at 
top speed by Hungary in the Car- 
pathian Mountains as the countries 
of Southeastern Europe watch Sovi- 
et Russia's campaign in Finland for 
an indication of what their own 
fate may be. 

The mountains form the new 
frontier between Hungarian Ruth- 
enia, which was the easternmost 
province of Czecho-Slovakia be- 
fore that Republic’s dismember- 
ment, and the Russian-occupied 
part of Poland, 

Cement is almost unobtainable in 
Budapest because of the defense 
work. 

A strong feeling that if Russia 
should attain its ends in Finland it 
may turn toward Southeastern Eu- 
rope in the spring is apparent here. 

Sympathy for Finland has been 
exhibited throughout the Balkans, 
especially in Hungary. Hungarians, 
in addition to having strong anti- 
Communist leanings, are racially 
related to the Finns and have main- 
tained cultural contacts with them. 
Several demonstrations have taken 
place in the Hungarian Parliament. 


Bulgarians Defend Russia. 


Only in Bulgaria, traditionally 
bound to Russia by ties of race 
and culture, has there been defense 
of Russia’s action. Bulgarian news- 
papers, while voicing sorrow over 
the invasion of Finland and appre- 
ciation of Finnish valor, say RRus- 
sia's moves in the Baltic are neces- 
sary to assure Soviet security. 

“A country of 180,000,000 people 
can hardly afford to leave a great 
center like Leningrad, her chief win- 
dow to the seas, exposed,” said the 
Sofia newspaper Slovo. 

“Finland is not a warlike coun- 
try and hardly has aggressive in- 
tentions toward the Soviet Union, 
but what guarantee can the Soviets 
have that Finland will be in a po- 
sition to stand against any foreign 
suggestions which might be con- 
trary to Russia’s interest?” 

Elsewhere the Russian drive was 
called “a continuation of the work 
Peter the Great carried on at such 
a great sacrifice and which was lost 
by the injustice of the Western 
Powers to Russia in the World 
War.” 

This attitude caused uneasiness 
among Bulgaria’s neighbor states, 
where, in some quarters,.it is sus- 
pected of counting on Russia to 
help regain Bulgarian losses at 
their expense. 

Hungarian Comment. 

In Hungary there is redoubled 
talk about the possibility of the 
Magyars once more assuming the 
historic task of “defending Western 
civilization from Eastern invasion” 
and wide predictions that Hungari- 
ans might be compelled to bear the 
brunt of a possible Russian thrust 
westward as they once stood 
against the Turks. 

The Budapest newspaper Magyar 
Nemzet said: 

“If it is written in the book of 
destiny that we must prove our- 
selves in our historic role once each 
century, we must arouse the Hun- 
garian people to arm themselves 
with unity and courage for this 
great hour.” 

Linked with Hungary’s determi- 
nation to hold out against a Rus- 
sian move from Russian-occupied 
Polish territory—and it is counting 
upon Italy’s help if this should be- 
come necessary—are its claims on 
Rumanian Transylvania. 

Many Hungarians say that, if 
Russia should go into Bessarabia, 
Hungary would march into Tran- 
sylvania. That would give Hun- 
gary the natural frontier of the 
Carpathians to keep the Russians 
from pouring into all Southeastern 
Europe. 

Bessarabia and Transylvania 
were two of Rumania’s gains after 
the World War. 

Third Danger to Rumania. 

Besides that twin peril to Ru- 
mania there is the possibility of an 
attack on a third front by Bulgaria 
to regain Dobruja, the region be- 
tween the Danube and the Black 
Sea. 

As a result the belief is growing 
here that, if Moscow should start 
pressure on Bucharest, Rumania 
would throw itself on the mercy of 
the Russians if it could get good 
terms—giving up Bessarabia and 
possibly making other concessions 
in return for a Soviet guarantee 
of its other frontiers. 

Turbulence meanwhile has con- 
tinued in Croatia with numerous

MINE FIELDS AROUND

Sweden Makes It Necessary 
for Ships to.

STOCKHOLM, Dec. 9 (AP).—

Pinch of War on All Sides. 
COPENHAGEN, Dec. 9 (AP), — 
With naval hostilities and block- 
ades of all sides, the Scandinavian 
countries felt the pinch of war 
today as Finland defied Russia's 

blockade. 

Finnish circles pointed out the 
Gulf of Bothnia between Finland 
and Sweden had already. been 
closed to the Soviet fleet by mines 
and fortifications on the Aaland 
Islands. However, reports from 
Stockholm indicated two or more 
Russian submarines were operating 
in the Bothnian Gulf. 

The Russian blockade brought a 
new menace to hard-pressed Swed- 
ish shipping. Stockholm is almost 
directly opposite new Russian naval 
bases in Estonia and the Gulf of 
Riga, 

Danish and Norwegian trade also 
felt the effects of the Russian 
move. Until now they have en- 
joyed a measure of freedom in their 
Baltic operations. 

Scandinavian shipping also has 
suffered severely from the Allied 
blockade of Germany.

St. Louis Cage Bird Show. 


While Relations Are Cordial, Those Exhibi- 
tors Who Raise Types Are Contemptuous 
| of Singer Variety. 


There are two schools of thought 
at the canary bird show at the 
Claridge Hotel, where more than 
500 birds are on display, under 
auspices of the St. Louis Cage Bird 
Club. 

The exhibitors divide themselves 
into those who raise “type” canaries 
and those who prefer singers. While 
maintaining perfectly cordial rela- 
tions, adherents of each school look 
upon the displays of the other some- 
what disdainfully. 

“All they do is yap, yap, yap all 
day long—you can buy them at any 
department store,” said one fanci- 
er, waving his hand contemptuous- 
ly toward the benches of Hartz 
Mountain and roller canaries, 


jwhich were filling the room with 


‘resounding soprano trills. “But 
now take these,” he went on, point- 
ing fondly at his exhibit of bright- 
| Plumed canaries. “They don’t sing 
‘much, but I ask you, have you ever 
seen anything more exquisitely 
beautiful ?” 

Across the room a fancier of the 
'song school cocked an expert ear 
‘the better to appreciate the warb- 
lings of his Hartz Mountain pet, 
then waved his hands toward the 
“type” cages. “They’re just show- 
‘off birds, not a sweet note in the 
\lot of them,” he said. “But listen— 
‘have you ever heard a sweeter 
i'voice than this?” 


Scramble to Get Bird. 

| About that time there were 
|Shouts of “bird out,” followed by a 
‘scramble to recapture the fugitive. 
One man, obviously an _ expert, 
,\sneaked up and as if by sleight of 
‘hand snatched the bird right off 
its perch on the back of a chair. 
| When describing their proteges, 
‘the type fanciers shun use of 
‘ordinary colors such as brown, yel- 
low and green as too prosaic. 
Nothing less than silver agate, co- 
balt blue, salmon pink, red factor, 
lapricot and mouse gray are used 
ito do the plumage justice. 

| The breeds have names just as 
fancy. There are Dutch Frills, 
Crested Norwiches, Border Fancys, 


Yorkshires and just plain mules. 
The latter, it was explained, are 
hybrids, ranging in color from 
mahogany for the first generation 
to apricot for those remote from 
their first bullfinch forbears. 

Judging occupied most of the 
afternoon. Picking champions is 
pretty much a matter of instinct, 
said one judge, who explained that 
he was a furnace worker at a De- 
troit Ford plant. While studying 
the wing carriage, stance, plumage 
and contours of one entry, he re- 
marked “I carry a picture of the 
perfect bird in my mind, and com- 
pare it with the one before me.” 
He added that his father was a 
judge, as was his father before 
him. 

Judges Demand Quiet. 

When the reporter entered the 
tiny room where the rollers were 
being judged, two  shirt-sleeved 
judges sitting alone and gazing 
solemnly at a lone canary flitting 
in a cage in front of them, 
scowled and commanded quiet. 
Each time the bird sounded off, 
they would mark down figures on 
a complicated chart, then resume 
gazing. 

Finally they looked at _ their 
watches, removed the contestant, 
and relaxed long enough to explain 
the procedure. Each bird is scored 
according to the virtuosity of the 
sounds it can emit. These are di- 
vided into basses, water tours, 
glucks, flutes, hollow bells and just 
plain bells. 

From there on, however, the 
judging gets more complicated. For 
instance, the water tours are di- 
vided into deep bubbling water, wa- 
ter rolls and water glucks, and the 
flutes into gluck flutes, du-du-du’s 
and do-do-do’s. And woe to the 
bird that sounds a false note, for 
that counts points off on his score. 

Most spectators yesterday were 
middle-aged housewives and hob- 
byists, who explained their greatest 
pleasure comes from cross-breeding 
their birds to see what happens. 


The show will continue through 
Sunday.

Former City Counselor 
With Misconduct, Lists 
Seven Counts. 


Suit to disbar Alvin F’. Hackman, 
formerly an Associate City Coun- 
selor, was filed in Circuit Court to- 
day by the St. Louis Bar Commit- 
tee, which charges in seven counts 
that he passed bad checks, misap- 
propriated $180 due a ward and 
converted to his own use funds of 
five clients, ranging from $50 to 
$240. 

“Hackman has been guilty of 
such misconduct,” the petition as- 
serts in asking for his removal from 
practice in Missouri State courts, 
“that for the protection of the pub- 
lic and those charged with admin- 
istration of justice he should no 
longer be entrusted with the duties 
and responsibilities belonging to the 
office of an attorney.” 

The first count charges that 
Hackman, as trustee for three oth- 
er partners in an Illinois oil lease, 
agreed to use money received from 
sale of fractional rights in the lease 
to pay drilling costs, but instead 
appropriated a substantial amount 
by issuing to the drillers checks 
on a bank in which he had insuffi- 
cient funds. 

Sums collected by Hackman, the 
petition states, are believed to ex- 
ceed $1100, part of which was con- 
verted to his own use. His part- 
ners are named as Mike Hurley, R.: 
C. Wade and O. Z. Smith. 

Was Removed as Guardian. 

Another charge is that Hackman 
wrongfully appropriated $180 from 
a sum of $500 he had received as 
guardian of the person and estate 
pen one William James. Not until 
some time after he was removed as 
guardian by Probate Court and an 
attachment issued against him for 
failure to make final settlement, 
did he turn over the $180 to his 
successor guardian, the petition 
says. 

A client who resided in Mingo, 
Mo., and was under a criminal 
charge paid $250 to Hackman to 
obtain a bond for his release from 
custody, the petition continues, but 
the lawyer kept $240, without ob- 
taining a bond, with the result that 
the client stayed in jail for a num- 
ber of days. When the client got 
his own bond he demanded the 
$240 from Hackman, the petition 
goes on, and Hackman then repaid 
$30 in cash and gave a promissory 
note for $45, claiming the balance 
for legal services. He finally 
paid $13 on the note, it is stated. 

A St. Louis client, James A. Law- 
ler, delivered $170 to Hackman to 
be used in a real estate transaction 
for Lawler, the petition alleges, but 
Hackman kept the money for him- 
self. Only after he had been ques- 
tioned about the transaction by a 
postal inspector did he refund part 
of the money, $120, claiming the 
balance of $50 a: his fee, it is 
stated. The petition adds he ren- 
dered little or no service. 

$200 Job Offer Alleged. 

In another charge concerning 
Hackman’s dealings with clients, 
the Bar Committee says “he lawyer 
improperly suggested to George Mc- 
Kay, who had hired him to obtain 
a divorce, that he would use his in- 
fluence to get a job for McKay on 
the police force or in the Fire De- 
partment if McKay would pay him 
$200. 

McKay didn’t get the job and 
Hackman didn’t keep a promise 
to return the $200 in that event, 
the petition continues, adding that 
Hackman, after a period of months, 
refunded $35 and gave to McKay 
a promissory note for $165, which 
remains unpaid. 

Additional charges are that Hack- 
man wrongfully retained $100 paid 
him to obtain a bond for a client 
convicted of a criminal offense 
and paid back only $30 without 
getting the bond; and that he kept 
$50 paid him by a client, Charles 
Baird, for costs in a divorce case, 
without paying the costs and with- 
out making final refund until sev- 
eral years later.

Holtz disclosed later that the fol- 
lowing ransom note, addressed in 
pencil to “Mr. Linton,” had been 
found in Cameron’s pocket: 

“$40,000 or else. $5000 fives; $10,000 
tens; $20,000 twenties; $5000 one 
hundred. Have money in bag. De- 
liver alone by car. Police informa- 
tion a trap. Mistake. Marked 
money mean death your boy and 
no contact. Deliver instructions in 
48 hours.” 

Holtz said se believed the note 
was intended for Arthur Linton, 
wealthy head of the Eau Claire 
Citizens’ Loan & Investment Co., 
who has an lil-year-old grandson, 
Donald. John Linton, son of Ar- 
thur, said Cameron came to the 
loan company several days ago and 
tried to borrow $2000. 

Four bodies were taken from 
ruins after flames destroyed Cam- 
eron’s three-room cottage on Lake 
Wissota, six miles east of here. Al- 
though they were badly burned, 
Holtz said he believed they were 
those of Mrs. Louise Cameron, 35 
years old; her 2-year-old son, Da- 
vid, and Mr. and Mrs, A. W, Wilk 
of Minneapolis. 

The Wilks arrived at the cottage 
yesterday for a visit with their 
daughter. 

Man Found Dead in Cemetery. 

In a cemetery in Eau Claire, nine 
miles south of Chippewa Falls, the 
police found the body of Marshall 
Brenden. Thére were two bullet 
wounds in the head. Nearby was 
a cartridge shell similar to those 
found in a German type pistol with 
which Holtz said Cameron shot 
himself. Cameron’s body was 
found in the garage back of his 
cottage.

As the thrée con- 
versed, Cameron leaped into his 
automobile, drew alongside the oth- 
er car and fired two charges from 
a shotgun, 

The pellets struck Redard in the 
abdomen, inflicting a serious 
wound.

Cameron then fled.

The staggering assets that insurance 
companies accumulate, the manifold ways in which 
they are invested, complicated rate structures and 
commission systems—all these things are as bewild- 
ering to the ordinary man as Sanskrit or non-Euclid- 
ean mathematics. He knows only that insurance 
answers his basic craving for security. He pays 
his premiums, and he trusts that the state author- 
ities will protect him against fraud and chicane. 

It is for this reason that the disclosures of the 
Temporary National Economic Committee about the 
ramified affairs of the defunct Federal Reserve Life 
Insurance Co. of Kansas City, now being detailed 
in the news columns, must come to many persons 
as a staggering shock. Questionable financial man- 


|euvers to gain control of the company; the privilege 


of collecting tribute on certain policies, gross over- 
valuation of assets and other abuses have been de- 
scribed by committee witnesses in Washi:gton. 
However, none of these can have caused as much 
consternation as the actiyities of W. K. Herndon, a 
former Kansas insurance examiner, and the sup- 
pression for 10 years of a report on the company’s 
affairs made by representatives of the insurance 
departments of Missouri, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas 
and Virginia. Herndon, a reserve army officer, used 
his influence with the Kansas commission, accord- 
ing to the testimony, to obtain its approval of cer- 
tain business, and collected a handsome fee from 
the company for his services. On one occasion, he 
even forced the resignation of the company’s pres- 
ident—in the interest of individuals seeking con- 
trol of the firm—by telling him that his discharge 
was about to be demanded by the State authorities.

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IN TERMS OF GOOD BUSINESS. 

When the Board of Education decided three years 
ago to purchase electricity for the Southwest High 
School, it did so on the assurance of the Union Elec- 
tric Co. that the buying of power would be more 
economical than its production in a generating plant 
at the school. This promise has not been realized. 
Power purchased during the last two years has cost 
$13,884—nearly twice the amount which Union Elec- 
tric said it would cost. 

The utility now explains. The estimate, it says, 
was based on a:volume of consumption which. was 
expected by a School Board engineer, but which did 
not materialize. Moreover, says Union Electric, the 
actual cost of service for the two years, including 
transformer rental, was $10,708, not $13,884, as reck- 
oned by. the Board of Education. The $3000 discrep- 
ancy is attributed to different methods of allocating 
power costs to the individual schools. 

Here is an issue that should be easily determined. 
There is no essential difference ‘between power gen- 
erated by plants at the other high schools and that 
purchased from Union Etectric for Southwest High 
School. What the Board ef Education should do, 
then, is to’decide the question in terms of good 
business. Relative costs should be reckoned in terms 
that are comparable—and obviously such terms can 
be found. The Board of Education is spending the 
people’s money; it should spend no more than it 
needs to spend for electric power, whatever the 
origin of the power. 
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The National Association of Manufacturers calls 
for a balanced budget, lower taxes and labor peace, 
but forgets to mention a magician’s wand.

care to be asked how I should like it if 
Germany took over Bermuda and the West 
Indies. If we begin this way, we will have 
to fight every war England fights, so that 
she can keep these islands. 

We fought a war and got war debts and 
post-war debts—all repudiated. We fought 
for a slogan that was betrayed by those 
who invented it. We watched the Russian 
tyranny of the Czar topple and out of it 
rise the absolute, ruthless, autocratic dic- 
tatorship of Stalin. We saw the Kaiser 
and a Reichstag of liberals, progressives, 
conservatives and Socialists replaced’ by 
Adolf Hitler and a Reichstag of Nazis. 

I submit that the British and French em- 
pires are not worth the price of our blood 
and death and sacrifice, of the further ruin 
of our economy and the jeopardizing of our 
form of government; not worth the long 
road of hatred and revenge and embroil- 
ment in quarrels that go back a thousand 
years and have very little to do with forms 
of government but much to do with na- 
tional power and prestige. 
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People of my generation do not want to 
go to war unless it is to be clearly and dis- 
tinctly for the safety and welfare of their 
country. Are they to be sent off to a war 
they do not believe in, which they believe 
will not help but will injure the country, 
only to uphold the beliefs of a few people 
who will probably stay home and continue 
their eloquent speech-making? ° 

There may, of course, come a time when 
we, as a nation, will have no intelligent 
choice but war. But at least when that 
time comes the issue will be fairly clear and 
definite; we shall know, at least, what we 
are fighting for. 

Meanwhile, we cannot stick our heads in 
the sand. We should arm to the reason- 
able limit. We can say without jingoism 
that we are citizens of. the greatest de- 
mocracy in the world. It is a country full 
of faults, and these need our attention and 
correction. If half the energy that would 
go into a foreign war were turned back into 
solving these problems, we could make 
America not only the strongest but the hap- 
piest nation in the world today. ' 

Meanwhile, let us not insult one another's 
intelligence by talking about again making 
the world “safe for democracy.”

AS SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


Opera, Radio and Movie Singer 


Gives Pleasant Performance 
of Excellent Program. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
Miss Gladys Swarthout, the com 
ly chanteuse from Deepwater, Mo., 
who has been spreading her talents 
over opera, radio, motion picture 
and concert for the last* several 
years, came at last to St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon in her new iden- 
tity when she appeared as soloist 
with the Symphony Orchestra in 
the Municipal Auditorium, Miss 
Swarthout found a predisposition 
in her favor and she made the most 
of it without abusing the license 
that would have been extended to 

a movie beauty as such. 

Her program was chosen with ex- 
cellent taste. The music she sang 
was, for the most part, music of 
indisputable quality and novel in 
the bargain. And her singing dis- 
closed an artistic approach. 

Everyone who approaches does 
not always arrive, however, and 
Miss Swarthout’s interpretive gifts 
fell considerably short of stirring 
the heart or prodding the mind. It 
was pleasant singing by a lady 
whose voice, while of good: quality 
and big enough in size, was not 
an instrument that challenged the 
senses. Nor was her voice support- 
ed by an arresting temperament or 
a deep mental perceptiveness, 

Best in “Dido’s Lament.” 

In her first group she sang a 
“Recitative and Rondo” by Johann 
Christian Bach, Dido’s - Lament 
from “Dido and Aeneas,” and 
“Nymphs and Shepherds,” by Hen- 
ry Purcell. Of these she made 
much the strongest impression with 
“Dido’s Lament.” Here she seemed 
genuinely moved and as a conse- 
quence gave to the touching pathos 
of Purceil’s measures the accent 
and modeling sufficient to transfer 
her mood to the audience. 

The second group, the “Chants 
d’Auvergne” in arrangements by 
J. Canteloube, which she sang in 
the second half of the program, 
were so rich in their orchestration 
that one’s attention was constantly 
being diverted from the vocal line. 
These songs could have been of- 
fered appropriately as pieces for 
orchestra with vocal obbligato, If 
the melodies of these songs are 
what makes them important, they 
should be set against a much sim- 
pler background. That should be 


the golden rule, one would think, 


for: all accompaniments to folk 
songs. 

The orchestra, under Conductor 
Vladimir Golschmann, played them 
beautifully and gave Miss Swarth- 
out every possible chance to assert 
herself, but the shakes chromatic 
runs, high colors and fancy har- 
monies were a little too much for 
her. 

Orchestra’s Program. 

With a singer cutting both halves 
of the program in two there was 
little opportunity for the presenta- 
tion of a major work by the orches- 
tra. So Mr. Golschmann and his 
colleagues had to content them- 
selves with a rousing, muscular per- 
formance of Strauss’ “Don Juan,” 
a charming presentation of Carl 
Philip Emanuel’s Bach’s “Andante 
Molto Lento” and vary free and 
vivid performances of three ex- 
cerpts from the Albeniz “Iberia” 
suite in the well known arrange- 
ments by the late Enrique Fernan- 
dez Arbos, affectionately remem- 
bered by all music lovers in St. 
Louis, in whose memory they were 
played.

It has lost 
its quality of elusiveness, he said, 


and is more valuable as a defen- 
sive aid than offensive threat. 
Scant mechanical changes have 
taken place in submarines in the 
last 20 years, he explained, pointing 
out their underwater speed had not 
increased although development of 


face speed by 10 or 15 per cent. 
Defense Measures Improved. 

“But defensive measures against 
submarines,” Commander Elisberg 
said, “have greatly improved, espe- 
cially the development of sound de- 
tection gear, largely due to radio 
progress, Underwater sound appa- 
ratus can pick up a propeller’s beat 
at an average working range of 
about a mile. The listener can dis- 
tinguish the sound of a submarine’s 
propeller from that of a surface 
ship as readily as a musician can 
distinguish between a bass viola 
and .a violin.” 

Submarine sound detection ap- 
paratus doesn’t ‘come into play in 
time to avert attack, Commander 
Elisberg explained, but enables 
ships to pursue and usually de- 
stroy subs. In the present Euro- 
pean war, he pointed out, losses 
among submarines have materially 
increased from those recorded dur- 
ing the World War. 

Germany, he estimated, is losing 
from 10 to 12 submarines a month, 
while their average World War 
losses were less than four a month. 
Effectiveness, he added, has been 
reduced by about 80 per cent. The 
Germans were sinking about six 
large ships a day during the World 
War, he recalled. 

“A submarine may still gink a 
ship,” Commander Ellsberg said, 
“but the chances are it must be 
sacrificed to do so. In the case of 
a merchantman, it isn’t worth it. 
Of course, prizes like the British 
battleship Royal Oak and the air- 
craft carrier Courageous were 
worth. it. 

British Blundering. 

British blundering, Commander’ 
Ellsberg said, was primarily re- 
sponsible-for the loss of both ships, 
although he deemed the torpedoing 
of the Royal Oak as it lay at 
anchor at the British base in Scapa 
Flow as the “outstanding subma- 
rine feat of all time.” 

Believing they were in an invul- 
nerable position, the British didn’t 
at first realize they were torpedoed, 
Commander f£llsberg said, but 
thought an internal explosion had 
taken place in the bow of the Roy- 
al Oak. In the meantime, the sub- 
marine swung about, he said, and 
fired four more torpedoes, scoring 
with three of them. 

“Yet the British were to blame,” 
Commander’ Elisberg said, “for at 
the end of the World: War they led 
the German fleet into Scapa Flow. 
It was scuttled months later. I am 
sure the German officers studied 
and charted the British defenses, 
knew British psychology enough to 
feel sure their nets. and mines 
would be in the same places this 
time. The submarine’s attack and 
escape would séem to prove it. 

The Courageous, he said, was 
“unduly hazarded,” the British plac- 
ing too much reliance-on its air- 


ment. But the planes can’t see a 
sub in a choppy sea, he said, or 
even in a calm, unless it is very 
near the surface. Airplanes are 
valuable, he continued, in spotting 
them on the surface and since a 
submarine spends 95 per cent of its 
time on the surface and takes about 
three minutes to submerge safely, 
many attacks.are possible and the 
nerve strain of submarine duty is 
heightened. 

Submarine losses have caused the 
Germans to turn to mine layers, 
Commander Elisberg said, describ- 
ing this strategy as a “desperate 
and vicious expediency.” Germany 
banked on submarines and aircraft, 
he continued, ‘but a mass flight of 
bombers over London would result 
in heavy losses and retaliation by 
the bombing of Berlin, with the 
British having the advantage of 
nearby French air bases. 

Turning again to submarines, he 
said they were a potent Panama 
Canal defense, although too slow 
to maneuver efectively in a naval 
engagement at sea. Commander 
Elisberg. said he hoped the United 
States would put its own interests

250 TIMES AS BRIGHT AS SUN 


About 60 Giant Stars. 

PASADENA, Cal., Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Dr. Ralph Wilson has measured 
rare R-type giant stars and found 
their average absolute magnitude 
is —.05, meaning they are about 
250 times as bright as the sun. 

“There are not more than 60 of 
these stars in a field of some 400,- 
000,000,” said the Mount Wilson 
astronomer. ‘“‘hey are red, of 
small density and travel through 
space at a fast clip.

BOOK which, in these uncer- 
tain times for mankind's fu- 
ture, should be in every home, 
certainly in every college and high 
school library, is Otto Neurath’s 
Modern Man in the Making (A. A. 
Knopf, 1939). 

It shows, largely by means of the 
new-fashioned and fascinating pic- 
torial graphs, the cha which 
have occurred in man’s life in the 
modern world, in industry, politics, 
environment,’ daily comforts, sur-: 
roundings, length of life, disease. 


The latter subjects are, of course, 
the ones which interest us in this 
column. 


Taking a clock dial, the author 
divides it into three sectors—red for 
work, black for sleep, blue for lei- 
sure. The average man (and wom- 
an) of the Middle Ages, indeed, up 
to the eighteenth century, worked 
14 hours of the 24, slept eight and 
played two. The modern man works 
eight, sleeps eight and plays eight. 
You knew that all the time, but on 
the graph it seems more important. 


Tuberculosis, which holds the 
spotlight in this Christmas seal pe- 
riod, is dealt with on page 97. Never 
have I seen a more striking repre- 
sentation of the relationship of pov- 
erty to tuberculosis. Three Brook- 
lyn districts are compared—Filat- 
bush, Bedford and Red Hook-Go- 
wanus. The average rent and a sym- 
bol of the kind of house or apart- 
ment inhabited are shown on one 
side of a line—on the other side a 
graveyard with crosses. The crosses 
represent the deaths per 10,000 
population per annum. In Flatbush 
the rent is $60, the hovse has three 
windows and there are three crosses 
in the graveyard. In Bedford the 
rent is $50; two windows; five 
crosses. In Red Hook-Gowanus the) 
rent is $30; one window; 10 crosses.

ent when I say that his bidding 
was atrocious. He had no two 
no trump to begin with, and his 
subsequent four and five no trumps, 
whether or .not intended as the 
Blackwood convention, were inex- 
cusable considering his total lack 
of fit with partner’s club suit. The 
proper bidding was: 

South. 

2 spades 

3 hearts 

4 diamonds 

Pass 


North. 

2 no trump 
3 no trump 
5 diamonds 


The only really questionable bid 

in this sequence would be North's 
action over South's three - hearts. 
The temptation would be to show 
the club suit, but, considering that 
North could not reasonably expect 
any club assistance after South 
showed two suits, the better and 
more conservative course would 
be merely to rebid the no trump, 
holding the bidding open until 
game was reached. Then, when 
South showed his third suit, North 
would have no choice but to go 
to game in diamonds and South, 
realizing that his partner never 
had shown any real assistance, 
should be satisfied with a game. 
A slam should not have been 
reached and, indeed, did not “fig- 
ure” to make on the combined 
North-South hands. The only rea- 
son it should have made was that 
the diamond queen lay exactly 
three times in East’s hand and 
that the other suit breaks were 
equally favorable. 
I am surprised to hear that my 
correspondent’s helpmate failed to 
fulfill the contract. All she had 
to do was make one club trick, 
three hearts, and two spades, then 
ruff one spade and one heart in 
her own hand, and finally take a 
diamond finesse against the queen 
which would have produced four 
diamond tricks in the South hand, 
Finally I must say it is a bit 
unfair to Mr. Blackwood to blame 
him for the result which was due 
largely to the outrageous use of 
his convention.
